Copenhagen, May 27. 
| Upholding the right to kill” in 
‘eases of incurable suffering, a 
1 Danish Assize Court to-day sen- 
woman, convicted ina 
|“compnssion” murder case, to only 
‘three months’ imprisonment. 

The woman surrendered to the 
police, announcing that she had 
poisoned her mother—who suffered 
ifrom an incurable disease—in 
obedience to repeated heartrending 
entreaties for “something to put 
her out of her suffering.” 

Subsequent investigations, how- 
ever, showed that the mother's 
disease was not incurable, that she 
would probably have recovered, and
